a Macers of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjun&ly and ſe» 
verally ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting 5 Foraſmuchas, By the ſecond AR of the fixth Seſſion ot this Our current Parliament, The Lords of Our 
Privy Council are Authorized,and Impowered to preſcribe ſuch other Methods, and Ordets, ( beſides what is mentioned in the (aid AR ) as they 
ſhould Judge neceſſary, for the better Up-litting and In. bringing of the Additional Exciſe lmpoled upon the reſpetive Liquots ſpecified in the 
\' ſaid AA : And ſpecially, for cauſing the ſame to be Raiſed, and Up-lifted upon the Liquor, and not upon the Male, And We conſidering, 
REL 2g how neceſſar itis, for the berter In-br;nging the Annexed and Additional & xciſe, and for Letermining all Differences betwixc the Brewars and the 
Tackſmen of the ſaid Annexed and Additiona| Exciſe, and their-Sub- Tackſmen, andColleRors, from the firſt day of March one thouſand fix hun» 
dred and nyntie (even, to the firſt day of March, one thouland fix hundred and ninty eight, during which ſpace, the ſaid Annexcd and Additioval Excile is now 
ſet in Tack, That all Entries of Liquors of whaeſoever (ort, Brown and [mported,lyable co the ſaid Exciſe, be duely and timouſly made, Do thetetore, with Advice of the 
Lords of Our + rivy Counc:!, Require and Command the Commiſſioners of Supply, of the (ſeveral Shyres within this Kingdom, Qualified according to Law, and 
Refiding whithin the Shyre: And who, by thei{2id A of Parliament, are appo:nted Commiffoners of the ſaid Annexed Exciſe, to meet at the Head-Burgh of 
the reſp:Rive Shyres, the fiiſt Tueſday of Seprember next crocome, and at their (aid Meeting, to Sectle and Appoint Places, within fix Myles where the Brewers 
Ives, whe:e the publick Exciſe Offices ſhall be moſt conveniently keept tor the Brewers to Enter, and give up the Quantities of the Liquors browen by them, Ly= 
able ih Payment o' the ſaid Excile. And appoints the (aids Commiſſioners, immediately atter deſigning places for the ſaidsOffices, To cauſe make publick Intima- 
con at all the Church Doors, within the (aids reſpeRive Shyres ot the particular places, deſgaed by them, for the ſeveral Exciſe Offices, With Certification to 
the ſaids Commiſſioners, or any of them, reſiding withip the (aids reipeRive Shyres , who ſhall tailzie ro meet the (aid brſt tueſday of Sepr ember, nixt 'to come; 
and co appoin:, aud deſiga the particular places, for Exciſe Offices, in manner aboveexpreſt, Their Names ſhall be returned by their Clerk to the Lords of Our 
Privy Counc:|: To the effet they may take ſuch Courſe therewich, as they ſhall ſee Cauſe, And We, with Advice foreſaid, Requireand Command the ſaids 
Commiſſoners to meet the firſt tuetday of every Moneth therea'ter,during the Continuaace of the ſaid Additional Exciſe,ia m anner,and for the ends preſcribed, and 
ſer down in the fo:e{aid AR of Parliament: And We, with Advice toreſaid, Require and Command the whole Brewers within the Bounds, alloted tor the (aids 
reſpeRive Exciſe Offices, to wait upon the (aids reſpe&ive Commiſſioners thereat, upon the firſt tueſday day of Seprember above expreſt, without any turther In« 
timation, Charge o: Ciration to be given to them, by the ſaids Tack(men, Sub-rackſmen, or ColleQors ot the ſaid Annexed and Additional Exciſe, but the pu- 
blication hereo!, 2llen rly: And there togive in, and make, And the (aids Commiſſioners to receivefrom them tull, and faithful Entries of all Liquors browen, 
or Retailed within the ſaids Bounds, Lyable in payment o! the ſaid Annexed and Additional Exciſe, fince the firſt day of March laſt inclufive,to the (aid fiſt tueſday 
of September, one thouſand fix hundred nyntie ſeven, And becauſe the Brewers, and others Lyable ro the ſaid Exciſe, for wtnt of timous Intimation, tor the ſaid 
Moneth ot March, and thereafter, may pretend, that they cannot give their Oaths, if required, upon the preciſe Quentity ot their Brewing, or Liquors Retailed by 
them, during the (1id ſpace, They arethe:ctore, hereby allowed to give their Oaths in theſe Terms, That theif ſaid Brewing , or Rerail, hath not exceeded ſuch a 
Quaatity, which :s hereby held as ſufficient, to make them Lyable for the ſlams, Declaring hereby, and Certifying ſuch Brewers and Retaillers, who ſhall not Comes 
| pear, andatcend the {aids Commiſhoners, the firſt tueſday of every Moneth, for making the Entry of all Liquors Browen, qr Retailed by them, Lyable to the 
ſajd Exciſe, for the preceeding Months, they ſhall be holden as Conteſt, and Decreecs given againſt them, tor the Qgantities of Liquors Lyble to the foreſaid 
annexed and Ac'ditional Exciſe, which ſhall be contalned is t''& Claims, and Complaints to be given in by the Tackimen, Sub-tackſmen, and ColleRors againſt 
them, Providing, n-verchele(s, that if the (aids Brew-:1s, who ſhall tailzie, and be holden as Conteſt, ſhall ar any time within three Moneths thereafter, Compear 
before anyTwo ot the ſaids Commiſſioners, a:d having firſt made due Intimation to the Tackſmea, make Baith as above, and Reporta Certificat thereon, under 
their hands, they ſhal be Reponed againft the (aid Certification, upon punRual paymene of what they hall +be found due; And We with Advice foreſaid, ape 
point and ordaine, thac no Brewer within Brough of Royality, Barrony or Regality, Vend or Sell any pare of cheir Browſts, until firſt they make 
Entry thereot at the Exciſe Office, within the Reſpective Burghs, and there obtain a Sufferance for the quantity - Brown, which the keeper 
of the Office 1s to give graite, and without delay z and that in caſc of nun-entry,or wrongous entry, the Brewer within Burgh to be lyable jn the Sum of Ten Pounds 


Scots toties quoties, And all Execution competent ſhall be made uſe of by Our Tackſmen, their Sub-Tackſmen, or Colle&ors againſt the reſpeRive Brewers for the 
fame; And which Entrys may be diſproven before any Magiſtrar, Juſtice of Peace, or Commiſhoner of Ex by Witneſſes, or Oath of Panty notwithſtanding 
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of any Survey made by the Surveyers, and Waiters z And that 8ll Brewers Barrels be for hereafter Marked wiYtkeirown Name, and the Seal of the next Txcile-Ot- 
fice, which Seal &:- bo Furniſhed to them gratis As alſo, that no Perſon preſume to Reſetany Ale, or Dripking Beerin their Houſes, in orderte the Imbazling of 
the i=". yudcr the pain of Ten Pounds Scots toties quolies, to be payed tothe foreſaids Tackſmen, their Syſþ- Tackſmen or ColleQors. And farder, that 2!! Tape 
ers, and Vintners of Ale and drinking Beer, ſhall for kcreatter, before they Tap,or Vend the ſame, take firſt a Licence from the nixt Exciſe-Office, and there 
give Bond and Caution, that they ſhall nor Tapp nor Sell,for lefs Prices than theſe appointed by the AR of Parliament, under the Penaltie of ten pounds Scots tories 
quotiers it being always in the power of the Commiſſioners of Supplie and Exciſe, to modifie the (aids Penaltic:, when [ncurred as to all brewers not Living in Burghs 
of Royallity, Regality or Barrony : And in regard, the Exciſe of ſtrong Waters, Aquavity, Brandy, and Forregin Beer and ale, is Ordered by the (aid Attof Par- 
liament to be payed by the Retailers; Therefore We with Advice of the Lords of our Privy Council Require and Command, all brewers of Aquavity and Strong Waters,to 
make montbly Entries of the quantities of the ſaids Liquors Browen by them, and give in ſubſcribed Lifts to the nixt Exciſe-Ofhce, of the Names of the Perſons to 
whom they Sell their Aquavity, or ſtrong Waters to be again Sold by Retail; As likeways, that the GolleQors, Clerks, - or Surveyers at Sea-ports, give upa 
true and particular Accompt to the ſaids Tack(men, their Sub-Tackſmen, or ColleRors of the ſaid Excife of the Quantities of Foreign ſtrong Waters, Brandy and 
foreign Beer and Ale Imported from time to timezand who is the Merchant Importer: As alſogthat the ſaid Merchant Importer,and all other Perſons who now pretend to 
Sell the foreſaids Liquors in haill Sale conform to the late ARof Parliament 3 That is to ſay, above a Pint, belyable and Obliged to give and Deliver ſubſcrived Liſts 
to the ſaids Tackſmen, or their Sub-Tackſmen Deputes, and ColleRors of the Perſons Names to whom they Sell the ſaid Brandy, ſtrong Waters, or Foreign Beer and 
Ale for Retail, and of the Quantities Sold to them, to the effe& that the ſaids Retailers may be (till lyable for the Exciſethereof z And in caſe the ſaids Commiſſioners, 
or atleſt Two of them ſhall fail, yet to Meet and Attend the (aids reſpeQive Exciſe-Offices upon the ſaid firi? Tueſday of September nixt, or upon the firſs Tueſday of a- 
ny ſubſequent Moneth during the continuance of the (aid Additional-Exciſe z The whole Diviſiongand each of them reſiding, within the ſaid Shire under the Gertiff- 
cation foreſaid 3 and after Inſtruments taken againſt them, of their Failzie to Meet and Attend as ſaid isz We with Advice foreſaid require and Command, the Shea 
riffs and their Deputes, or ſuch as the ſaid Sheriff ſhall Subſtitute to each particular Dyet for that effe&, - allanerly to repair tothe (aids reſpeive Offices, withia 
"Twenty four-Hours after they ſhall bedefired by the Tackſmen, their Sub-Tackſmerd, or Deputies, and ColleQors of the ſaid Annexed, or Additional Exciſez there 
Summarly to Judge upon what occurs within the Bounds of that Office in reference to the ſaid Annexed or Additional Exciſc, Certifying the ſaids Sheriffs, their De- 
utes, or Subſtitutes, if they Faill, they ſhall be Puniſhed as the Lords of Our Privy Council ſhall think fit: And further, We with Advice foreſaid, Probibit and - 
Diſcharge any of the Commiſſioners of Supply, or other [nferior Judges, or Officers of the Law within this Our Realm, to ſtop or hinder, either Quartering, Poynde 
ing, or any other lawful Execution that ſhall be uſed by Our Tack{men, their Sub*Tackſmen, Deputes and ColleRors of the ſaid Annexed, or Additional- Exciſe, a» 
ſt the reſpeRive Brewers, and Retailers conform to the Entries that (hall be made by them or according to the Quantities of Liquors Retailed by them ; or where-« 
upon they ſhall be holden az Confeſt, in manner, and before the Judges above-mentioned, except in the Caſe foreſaid, under the pain ofbeing, not only lyable for the 
Charges and Damnages Our ſaids Tackſmen, their Sub»Tackſmen and ColleRors ſhall ſuſtain and incurr there through 3 But alſo, to ſuch further pains as the Lords of 
Our Frivy Council thall think fir, And laſtly, It is hereby Declared, that all the Penal votes quoties above-mentioned, are to be underftood not for every Delins 
quency, but allanerly for every Convigion, and for one fingle Tranſgreffion to be therein found, OUR WILL IS HTREFORE and We Charge you trialy, 
and Command, that incontinent theſe @ur Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and ts the Mercat-C:-!.c3 of the HeadeBurgis ©* the ſeveral 
Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdomz And there in Our Name and Authority by open Proclamation, make Intimation hereof that none /:ctend Igno» 
| rance 3 And Ordains Printed Coppies hereof to be ſent to the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires,and Stewarts of the Stewartries within this Kingdow,whom,and their 
Clerks, We Ordain to ſee the ſamen Publiſhed, and Coppies thereof Aﬀxed at the ſaids Mercat-Croſſes,and Appoints them to ſend Doubles thereof to all the Miniſters 
both in Churches and Meeting-Houſes within their ceſpeRive Jurildictions 3 that upon the LORDS Day immediately preceeding, the ſaid &-ft Tueſdey of September 
nixt, the ſamen may be Intimate and Read in every Paroch-Church and Mecting-Houſe 3 And a Coppic of the ſame Afixt upon the moſt Publick Door thereof 3 
And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, Ok
